of the gross wight law which went 
into effect on July 1 this year, has 
been received in Appleton. 


The important feature of this law. 


at this time, is that it requires every 
motor truck, motor delivery car. pas- 
senger automobile or bus used for 
hiro and carrying more than five pas- 
sengers, every tractor not used ex- 
clusively 
for 
agricultural 
purposes 


and every trailer or semi trailer of 
more than 3.000 pounds gross weight, 
that \vas registered this year under 
the old law. whether usecJ on city or 
country highways, to be re-regist<>red 
undeij this chapter at 75% of of the 
new registration rates, less the fee 
previously paid. 
The law does not 


provide for a refund where the fee 
that was paid is greater than the new 
one. 


Tho fees under this chapter are 


based on gross we'ght: that is. the net 
weight of the vehicle equipped for 
carrying its load, plus its advertised 
maximum load capacity. 
For exam- 


ple: A one-ton truck weighing 5,800 
pounds has a gross weight of (5.SOO 
plus 2,000) 7.SOO pounds, which puts 
it into the 3 to 4 ton class, and re- 
quires a fee of S30, when register*"! 
between January 1. and June 30. Be- 
tween July 1 and August 31, the,fee 
Is 75 per cent of the regular rate, 
after September 1 it is 50 per cent. 
The 50 per cent discount does not 
apply to re-registration 
this year,

be $7.50. that is 75 per cent of $30. less

The fee for registering a'passenger 


automobile or bus is three times the 
rate for a truck, or delivery car, of 
equal gross weight. 


A trailer, or semi trailer, having a 


gros«! weight of less than 3.000 pound? 
need* not be registered, but if it is 
over 3.000 pounds the rate is one-half 
that of a truck of equal gross weight.

JUDGE GARY'S CHANGE OF MIND 


Something has worked a miraculous 


change in the mind of Judge Gary. It has 
been only a fe^ days since Judge Gary 
emphatically reiterated his opposition to 
the eight hour day. declaring it to be im- 
practical in the steel industry. He took 
square issue with the Inter-Church Move- 
ment report which was an indictment of 
the steel industry for failure to reduce 
the number of working hours for its em- 
ployes. 
Now the head of the United 


States Steel corporation announces that 
it will make the experiment, with an eight-. 
tour day in the near future. He is some- 
what indefinite as to the time and extent 
of abolishing the twelve-hour day. but he 
has been forced to modify if not abandon 
his opposition to this reform. 


Because of his correspondence with 


Judge Gary on the subject, President 
Harding naturally takes the credit for 
this notable conversion of heart. There 
•will be no desire to detract from the high 
humanitarian ends the present sought to 
serve nor from the courage he displayed 
in meeting this issue as he did. The Steel 
Corporation is a great power in the eco- 
nomic life of the country and is reputed 
to be a great power in politics. The inci- 
dent discloses the fact that any corpora- 
ton or any' organization of business or ca- 
pital is of small strength when it comes in 
collision with public opinion, for it is pub- 
lic opinion and public opinion alone that, 
in the background, has forced the Steel 
Corporation to bow to the demand for the 
introduction of the eight-hour day. 


The railroads and many other great cor- 


porations of the country went through 
similar experiences. The railroads fought 
|he introduction of safety devices, of the 
•block signal system, of automatic couplers, 
etc. 
"TCTien the benefits of these improve- 


ments were conclusively established through 
their adoption^ by the more progressive 
railroads, public opinion finally expressed 
itself in legislation to force their adoption 


• by all of the railroads. 
The Steel Cor- 


poration has been on the defensive in the 
eight-hour day issue for years. It was on 
the wrong side of the issue all the time. 
Its officers and directors, who persistently 
resisted the eight-hour day. were not the 
"big and far-sighted men they were reputed 
to be. but rather were narrow and short- 
sighted in that they did not see that the 
day was near at hand when they would be 
compelled to introduce this reform, as a 
matter o* simple justice, economy and ef- 
ficiency. Judge Gary has not added to 
his reputation x* an industrial leader by 
his reactionary attitude toward this 
question. 


The *ieht-honr day is as feasible 5a the 


steel industry as in any other. 
Opposi- 


tion to its. adoption has been based on va- 
rious picas and arguments that posseted 
ao real :r.erit. Driven from one position 
of defense to another. Judge Gary, and 
•with him the corporation. hav* rieen 
forced 1o surrender. The outcome of pub- 
lic pressure upon ihU preal industrial or- 
ganization for the eight-hour day nucht 
to be a lesson to other industries and em- 
ployers who are dispo.tcd to oppAe*. ihe 
just and reasonable demands of labor, as 
veil as progressive tendencies that are 
clearly for social i

He also 
expresses the 


opinion that this resistance would have 
stopped before now but for the encour- 
agement given Berlin by the policj\pf oth- 
er allies, meaning particularly Great 
Britain, and , ill this he probably is 
correct. Premier Poincare boldly declares 
that he sees, no reason to evacuate the 
Ruhr until reparations are paid, and he 
expresses his disapproval of an interna- 
tional commission. Finally, he reiterates 
France's firm determination to obtain 26.- 
000.000 gold marks for herself, plus a 
sufficient sum to meet her own debts to 
Great Britain and the United States un- 
less these countries are prepared to ac- 
cept German bonds in place of French 
obligations. 


No hostility toward Great Britain was 


exhibited by Poincare either in tone or 
words. He simply insists that France be 
left alone to handle Germany as she sees 
fit. and sees no reason why this should 
jeopardize or destroy the Entente cor- 
diale. Premier Baldwin's proposal to 
adopt the'Hughes plan of an imernation- 
"al commission to supersede "the repara- 
tions commission, makes no impression 
on the French government and apparent-- 
ly little on the French people. After all 
it will be France and sot-the allies or the 
United States which will determine the 
matter, and since France is the principal 
party affected we do not see how her 
own course can be successfully or consist- 
ently challenged. 
Its wisdom may be 


questioned, but that is a different matter. 
If France persists and does not weaken, 
there is only one solution. 
That is for 


Germany to come across. After all, why 
should German-.- not come across'?

RICKETS 


Kickets or rachitis is probably the commonest 


nutritional disease of children; many of the milder 
cases are not recognized because the condition does 
not progress to the degree of a marked deformity 
of the bones. Rickets affects the whole system, the 
muscles, the nervous system, the blood and the or- 
gans in general, although its most characteristic 
feature is bony deformity', such as bow legs, knock 
knees, enlarged joints, narrow chest, spinal cur- 
vature and hump back.' 


Most of the infants of the Italians and the ne- 


groes m the poorer sections of our cities show more 
or less rickets, although rickets is rare in Italian 
and negro children in their native places: this strik- 
ing difference is ascribed by various authorities _to 
the faulty diet, closer confinement and excessive 
amount of restraining clothing, and lack of sunlight 
or open air life to which these infants .are sub- 
jected in the crowded tenements. The baby diet 
which takes all the prizes for producing rickets is 
deficient in fat or cream, but carriers an excess 
of carbohydrates (various sugars or starches) 


The great prevalence of rickets among the negro 


and Italian infants in our northern cities bears a 
suspicious relation to the popularity of some kind 
of milk substitute among the poor, and it happens 
these" substitutes are uniformly poor in fat or 
cream content and excessive in the sugar and starch 
added. Imagine the etfect of restricting even a fully 
grown adult to a. diet of sugar and starch ex- 
clusively. 


The breast fed infant is much less likely to have 


rickets than the bottle fed infant, though if the diet 
of the mother is too much restricted (from- poverty 
or from false notions about what she should avoid 
eating) her baby may 
develop rickets. 
Infants 


nursed at the breast more than 10 months frequent- 
ly develop rickets. 
In rackets not only the bones, but the .muscles, 


the blood, the nerve tissues, the teeth, and ths sub- 
stance of the vital organs show a deflciency of cer- 
tain mineral matter, particularly calcium phosphate 
(phcs'pHate of lime). In health the bones contain 
about two-thirds mineral matter and one-third ani- 
mal or organic matter; in rickets the ratio may lie 
reversed; hence the bones are soft and too readily 
bent or distorted. 


Infants seldom show positive signs of rickets be- 


fore the fourth or fifth month of age. though they 
may have the disease several weeks before it can 
be recognized by ordinary examination (microsco- 
pical evidence proves this). Characteristic signs are 
a large square looking head, narrow chest, thick- 
ened wrists and ankles,-pot belly, excessive sweat- 
ing about the head, restlessness at night, constipa- 
tion, peevishness, and general flabbiness of muscle. 
The infant is late in sitting up. creeping and walk- 
ing, and" the cutting- of teeth is usually retarded. 
The child with rickets is usually anemic and flabby, 
though often fat. (thanks to the excess of sugar or 
starch in the food). Enlarged tonsils and-adenoids 
are almost the rule. Rachinc children are prone 
to have spasms or convulsions from slight causes, 
and are. notoriously susceptible to bronchitis and 
pneumonia. One of the best tests of rickets is an 
X-ray picture of the bones of the handxand wrist 
which shows the trouble clearly.
